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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The RCE filed 2/11/10 has been entered. 

2. The Information Disclosure Statement, filed 2/11/10, has been entered. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
amendment filed 3/9/09 adds to the independent claims the specific details regarding 
annotating metadata, the metadata analyzer, the playlist generator, and monitoring the 
facial expressions to infer an emotional reaction as feedback to update the playlist. The 
specific details of these features as brought out in the amendment 3/9/09 distinguishes 
the independent claims (54- system, 71 - method) over the prior art of record. The 
Examiner's amendment from 5/26/09 canceled out the withdrawn claims. The RCE was 
filed 2/11/10 to consider the Information Disclosure Statements filed 2/11/10. After 
consideration and review of the Information Disclosure Statements, the independent 
claims (54- system, 71- method) still distinguish over the prior art of record.
